The Rights of Shippers. 

A long step forward toward curing 
the evils against which the shippers 
of Georgia have so strongly and justly 
complained has been taken by the 
senate’s passage of the bill of Sena- 
tors Hand and Copelan_ relative to 
Lrompt payment of damage claims. 

The house should pass this bill 
without delay. It is so strictly in the 
interest of justice to the patrons of 
the railroads that there would seem 
to be no excus¢ whatever for opposl- 
tion to it. 

Probably 90 per cent of ‘the com- 
plaints of shippers against the rail- 
roads of the country have grown out 
fet delays in the settlement of claims 
for loss or damage to shipments. 
That there was justice in this com- 
plaint was recognized by congress, 
which incorporated in the recently 
passed railroad rate bill a provision 
placing the responsibility for loss or 
damage in interstate commerce ship- 
ments upon #re. initial carrier. This 
provision, placed in the bill by the 
renate, was retained in the bill as 
finally agreed upon, so manifestly fair 
did {ft seem to the friends of rate 
legislation in the house. 

The Hand-Copelan bill applies to 
shipments within this state the same 
principle that congress applied to 
Interstate commercé. It places the re- 
sponsibility for loss or damage upon 
the initial carrier which issued the 
receipt or bill of lading to the ship 
per, no matter whether that toss is 
upon the line of the initfal carrier or 
upon some one of the connecting lines 
over which the shipment is billed.

In another column of this issue The Constitution reproduces oné of

Since the unanimous undercurrent was 
all thet prevented the discussion of politics, that @ purely business and Social 
convention of the lawyers of the state has always been the unwritten law of 
the lawyers that politics be side-stepped, with tae meident of yesterday, only 
eryphasized the wisdom of thie polfcy and in future the speakers will confine 
themselves rigidly to the subject matter under discussion. With the single ex- 
caption of the president's address, not a word involving politics, so far as known, 
has been publicly uttered. and the lawyers ‘ave faithfully and earnestly confined 


themselves to the busfnees of the convention and the good imterests and welfare 
of thefr association. 


President Hammond needs no defense at the hands of The Constitu- 
tion or anybody else. In point of character and ability, no young man fn 
He is a 
man of high fdeals, whose every aim has been to elevate rather than to 


debase his profession, and one who is held in highest respect and esteem 
by the members of that profession throughout the length and breadth of

Under adequate 
penalties, it provides that every claim 
ghall be paid within sixty davs after 
the filing of such demand for loss or 
damage. This sixty-day provision ap- 
plies also to all claims for overcharge 
of freight. 

The bill seems ample to give full 
protection to shippers against loss or 
damage and against overcharge of 
freights—against which there has 
been so much complaint in the past. 
It has the hearty support of The 
‘Constitution. We believe the house 
should pass ft, and will pass {, with- 
out delay.

the cigareties or materiais.

Mr. Porter briefly explained the pur- 
poses Of his substitute, making an 
earnest appeal for its passage. 

Felder Agafnst the Bill. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, said that while 
in sympathy with the measure, it was 
imperfect, and he could net vote for it. 
He potnted out that under its provisions 
of the substitute it was a misdemeanor 
for a minor to have cigarettes or ma- 
terial in his possession; that there were

and ruin thefr manhood?’ 

Mr. Felder replied that the law might 
seem harsh, but he was in favor of the 
law if perfected, and rid of the defects 
pointed out by him; that under the 
provisions of the bHIl a minor having 
cigarettes and material in his possession 
could not justify himself by saying that 
he did not intend to smoke the stuf, 
but would stand convicted. 

“There are hounds of hell,” safd Mr. |
